Annual  Report  for  196? 

I have  the  honour  to  present  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year  ending  31 st 
December,  1967. 

The  estimated  population  at  mid-year  1 967  was  34,800,  an  increase  of 
730  over  the  estimated  mid-year  population  in  1966.  There  were  686  live 
births,  19  more  than  in  1966  and  the  highest  number  ever  recorded.  There 
were  4 still-births,  compared  with  7 in  1966,  and  the  still  birth-rate  was 
5.8  per  thousand  live  and  still  births,  the  corresponding  rate  for  England 
and  Wales  was  14.8. 

There  were  312d6aihs  from  all  causes  at  all  ages.  The  corrected 
death-rate  was  11.3  per  thousand  population  compared  with  a rate  of  11.2 
for  England  and  Wales.  There  were  13  deaths  of  infants  under  one  year  of 
age  and  the  infantile  mortality  rate  was  18.95  per  thousand  population 
which  is  slightly  higher  than  the  corresponding  rate  of  18.3  for  England 
and  Wales,  There  were  14  deaths  from  lung  cancer,  in  1966  there  were  11 
and  in  1965  there  were,12.1cD6aths  from  coronary  disease  dropped  from  79 
in  1966  to  72  in  19^7,  there  were  75  in  1965. 

(There  was  no  serious  outbreak  of  infectious  disease  during  the  year. 

The  outbreak  of  measles  which  began  in  the  later  months  of  1 966  continued 
in  the  early  months  of  1967. 

There  were  9 new  cases  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  notified  for  the 
first  time  in  1967  compared  with  only  1 in  1966.  There  were  no  new  cases 
of  non-pulmon ary  tuberculosis  notified  during  the  year  in  1967.  The 
large  increase  in  the  number  of  aases  is  largely  accounted  for  by  the 
discovery  of  a number  of  unsuspected  cases  as  a result  of  visits  by  a 
Maes  Miniature  Radiography  /unit  to  Hazel  Grove,  Bramhall  and  Woodford. 

The  discovery  of  these  cases  illustrates  the  value  of  x-ray  screening  of 
large  numbers  of  people,  firstly  to  individual  patients,  by  enabling  them 
to  receive  earlier  treatment,  and  secondly,  to  the  community,  by  reducing 
the  risks  of  infection.  Reports  on  the  visits  of  the  Unit  are  given  in 
Appendix  I to  this  report. 

In  March  1968  the  Minister  of  Health  announced  a mass  campaign  to 
protect  children  against  measles  and  authority  to  vaccinate  children  aged 
2-7  years  inclusive,  has  already  been  received.  Epidemics  of  measles 
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affecting  large  numbers  of  children  occur  in  this  country  every  two  years 0 
Although  these  days  deaths  from  measles  are  not  common,  nevertheless,  measles 
is  a distressing  illness  in  itself,  and  in  addition,  causes  severe  complic- 
ations in  many  children.  Protection  against  measles  by  vaccination  is  a 
simple  procedure  requiring  only  one  injection  to  produce  a lasting  immunity. 
It  is  available  free  of  charge  from  family  doctors  or  at  local  authority 
clinics,  I strongly  urge  parents  who  have  not  already  done  so  to  take 
advantage  of  this  new  preventive  measure. 

The  Housing  Act  1 964  gives  housing  authorities  power  to  compel  owners 
of  tenanted  houses  to  improve  them,  and  makes  it  a.  duty  for  housing 
authorities  to  inspect  their  districts  from  time  to  time  to  determine  whether 
any  area  should  be  declared  an  Improvement  Area, 

At  the  beginning  of  1 9 67  the  Council  mad©  an  Improvement  Area  in  Hazel 
Grove.  The  area  contained  238  hot^ses  of  which  109  were  lacking  in  one;  .or 
more  of  the  standard  amenities.  Only  34  of  the  total  houses  were  tenanted 
and  23  of  these  lacked  the  standard  amenities.  In  the  few  cases  where 
objections  have  been  received  from  tenants,  there  will  be  deferment  of  the 
improvements  for  up  to  five  years.  For  all  other  cases  improvements  have 
already  been  made  or  will  be  made  in  the  near  future. 

Owner  - occupiers  in  the  Improvement  Area  were  advised  of  the  grants 
which  are  available  for  the  improvement  of  their  properties.  Already  a 
number  of  owner  occupiers  have  taken  advantage  and  this  is  reflected  in  an 
increase  in  the  number  of  applications  for  Standard  Grants  from  16  in  1966 
to  kb  in  1967, 

In  this  urban  district  the  number  of  tenanted  houses  is  comparatively 
small  and  their  distribution  is  widely  scattered  throughout  the  district,  so 
that  the  declaration  of  additional  Improvement  Areas  is  not  worthwhile. 
However,  compulsory  improvements  of  tenanted  houses  not  in  Improvement  Areas 
can  be  carried  out  at  the  request  of  the  tenant.  Wide  publicity  should  be 
given  to  this  provision. 

Steady  progress  is  being  made  in  the  control  of  pollution  of  the  air 
from  domestic  chimneys.  The  Hazel  Grove  (No.  2)  Smoke  Control  Order  became 
operative  on  1st  October  1 '967®  The  survey  for  the  Hazel  Grove  (No,  3) 

Simoke  Control  Order  was  completed  during  1 96?  and  the  approval  of  the 
Minister  of  Housing  and  Local  Government  to  the  Order  was  received.  This 
Order  will  become  operative  on  1st  November  1968,  In  addition,  in  July 
1 968  the  Council  agreed  to  make  the  Hazel  Grove  (No,  4)  Smoke  Control  Order 
and  to  submit  this  t©  the  Minister  ©f  Housing  and  Local  Government  for  his 
approval.  When  these  4 Orders  become  operative  almost  bSfo  of  the  total 
dwellings  in  the  urban  district  will  be  affected. 

Details  of  the  work  carried  out  by  members  of  the  Staff  of  the  Health 
Department  are  given  in  the  appropriate  section  of  the  report. 

In  conclusion,  it  is  a great  pleasure  t©  express  my  gratitude  to  the 
Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Health  Committee  for  their  continued  support 
and  confidence,  I should  like  to  thank  Mr,  Tiplady,  Chief  Public  Health 
Inspector,  for  his  help  and  loyalty,  I am  indebted  to  the  staff  of  the

(ii)  Water  Supply 

The  whole  of  the  Urban  District  is  served  directly  from  the  public 
water  mains  of  the  Stockport  and  District  Water  Board. 

The  water,  which  is  chemically  treated  to  prevent  plumbo-solvent 
action,  is  stored  in  impounding  reservoirs,  treated  by  mechanical  filtration 
plant  and  subsequently  chlorinated.  It  has  been  satisfactory  in  quality 
and  quantity. 

Bacteriological  examinations  were  made  monthly  of  the  raw  water  and 
weekly  of  the  treated  water  going  into  supply,  the  results  were  satisfactory. 
Chemical  analyses  were  made  monthly  of  the  raw  water  and  treated  water  going 
into  supply,  again  with  satisfactory  results.

(c)  Food  Poisoning 

No  cases  of  food  poisoning  were  reported  during  the  year. 

(d)  Food  Sampling 

Foods  prepared  at  the  bacon  factory  include  various  types 
of  sausages,  sausage  meat,  polony,  brawn,  black  puddings,  roast 
and  boiled  ham.  These  were  sampled  regularly  and  submitted  to 
the  Public  Health  Laboratory  fcr  bacteriological  examination.  All 
were  reported  to  be  satisfactory. 

Bacteriological  Swabs  from  the  drainage  system  of  the 
factory  were  submitted  at  frequent  intervals  to  the  Public  Health 
Laboratory.  These  were  all  found  to  be  free  of  pathogenic 
organisms.  The  regular  routine  taking  of  sewer  swabs  could  lead 
to  early  detection  of  potential  sources  of  infection  within  the 
factory.

A further  visit  to  Bramhall  and  Woodford  was  made  in  October,  1967, 
previous  surveys  having  been  carried  out  in  1959  and  1963o  During  the 
survey  the  unit  visited  Hawker  Siddeley  Aviation  Ltd.,  Woodford,  and 
general  public  sessions  were  held  at  the  Community  Centre,  Woodford,  and 
the  Women’s  Conservative  Hall,  Bramhall 0 

The  general  public  sessions  were  widely  advertised  by  a distribution 
of  leaflets  to  householders,  press  advertisements,  and  posters  in  local 
shops,  etc.  No  arrangements  were  made  to  X-ray  school  children  over 
fifteen  years  of  age,  and  children  under  fifteen  and  expectant  mothers 
were  excluded.
